Paul Sun AIA, a direct descendant of 
the Dowager Empress of China and a 
frequent visitor to the mainland in recent 
years, has become justly famous for his 
splendid slide presentations on the 
classical architecture of his native land. 
Paul has travelled and lectured to archi- 
tects in every corner of the People’s 
Republic, and his slides depict many 
facets of Chinese architecture. 


Paul Sun AIA, who recently led an 
EARTHWATCH expedition team in a 
study of the vernacular architecture of 
the Northwest Provinces of China will 
share his experience and research 
results with a slide/lecture on the in- 
digenous dwellings of the Provinces of 
Shaanxi and Gansu, and the autonomous 
regions of Ningxia and Xinjiang. These 
dwellings reflect adaptability and utiliza- 
tion of natural environment as well as 
aspects of regional characteristics in the 
spirit of the Islamic culture.

In 1979 it was ac- 
quired by John Sharratt AIA who has 
renovated it for offices, commercial and 
residential use.

Rotch Foundation Scholarship — 1982 


Norman C. Fletcher, FAIA, Secretary of 
the Rotch Travelling Scholarship, an- 
nounces one Scholarship for the 1983 
Competition.

school of architecture plus at least one. 
full year of professional experience in an 
architectural office in Massachusetts; or 
have received a degree from an ac- 
credited Massachusetts school of archi- 
tecture and had at least one full year of 
professional experience in an archi- 
tectural office not necessarily in Massa- 
chusetts; or have received a certificate 
from the Boston Architectural Center 
signifying satisfactory completion of the 
former five-year program and the re- 
quired thesis and have had four years of 
professional experience in an archi- 
tectural office. Applicants graduating 
from the Boston Architectural Center 
since the degree-granting program may 
submit their degree as qualification and 
need only have one year of professional 
experience in an architectural office.

Once again on August 28 (for the 
seventh consecutive year), The Friends 
of Sandcastles, Inc., sponsored their an- 
nual sandcastle competition at Steep Hill 
Beach, Ipswich, Mass. With the sunny 
weather welcoming the competition, the 
entrants waited in long lines outside the 
entry gate from 8 until 10 a.m. in an ef- 
fort to get an early start on the day-long 
effort. Some travelled from such faraway 
states as New Jersey and Michigan. 


Entrants followed a clearly defined set of 

guidelines including a theme ("A Place 

in Time”), a list of “iron-clad rules and 

regulations” and judging criteria as 

follows: 

1. Imagination/Vision/Creativity 

2. Interpretation of Theme 

3. Technical Brilliance/Mastery of 
Medium 

4. Mood and Atmosphere 

5. Delight of Builders in their Enterprise 
and Comraderie 

6. Sense of the Ineffable 


After much deliberation by the judges 
this year, the highest award of the day, 
“The Coveted Golden Shovel Award” 
went to Priestley/Sterling, Inc. alias 
“Samurai Architects” for their creation of 
the famed 16th century Japanese Castle 
complete with the fully landscaped 
courtyards, Bonsai tress, and rock 
gardens. The original was built by the 
Ikko Sect of Buddhist Monks on an 
island in the Yodo River. The castle is 
famous as the last to fall to the Shogun 
in the unification of Japan in May of 
1580. Its two strengths were: 1) that it 
stood in the middle of a river and 2) that 
it consisted of five separate but in- 
terlocking fortresses which could be 
sealed off and defended separately. 
After taking it, the Shogun immediately 
added to the structure and made it his 
headquarters, the present day Osaka 
Castle. 


Since no visual records of the original 
were available, the sandcastlers were left 
to their own imaginations to work with 
the limitations of sand. Wearing T-shirts 
bearing a silkscreen print of a Samurai 
warrior, the castlers built an island that 
was 12’ x 16’ and a castle that stood 5’ 
high from the level of the “river” bed. To 
finish the effort, they submitted a Haiku 
poem on the subject: 


‘round Ikko Castle 
stand a million warrior monks — 
the Yodo River.
